WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Senate passed to day a 
massiv e 
So cial Security 
bill carry ing 1 5 to 59 per 
cent increases fo r present 
beneficiaries and larg er 
bo o sts fo r perso ns retiring 
in the future. 
The roll-call v ote was 7 8 to 6. 
The Dissen ters were Sen s. 
Wallace F. Ben n ett, R-Utah; 
Carl T. Cu rtis, R- Neb.; Spes- 
sard L. Hollan d, D-Fla.; John 
Sten n is, D-Miss.; Strom Thu r­ 
mon d, R-S.C.; an d John J. Wil­ 
liams, R-Del. 
The measu re, which wou ld 
make the biggest cash ben efit 
an d pay roll tax in creases in the 
32-y ear-old history of the Social 
Secu rity sy stem, was sen t to 
con feren ce with the Hou se. 
The con feren ce is ex pected to 
be a tou gh on e, with major dif­ 
feren ces to be resolv ed ov er the 
cash ben efit an d tax prov ision s 
an d ov er n ew restriction s on 
pu blic welfare programs. 
Sen . Ru ssell B. Lon g, D- La., 
called the fin al Sen ate produ ct a 
lan dmark bill in the history of 
Social Secu rity . 
On e of its most importan t re­ 
su lts. he said, will be to mov e 
ou t of pwerty more than two 
million elderly people. 
This 
wou ld be accomplished chiefly 
throu gh a n ew $7 0-a-mon th mi­ 
n imu m pay men t cou pled with 
higher checks for all person s 
n ow gettin g slightly more than 
the presen t $4 4 min imu m. 
The ben efit an d tax lev els in 
the Sen ate bill are largely those 
recommen ded by the admi» iis- 
tration . 
Chairman Wilbu r D. Mills, D- 
Ark., of the Hou se Way s an d 
Mean s Committee resisted those 
in the sev en mon ths the bill was 
before his pan el earlier this 
y ear. He is ex pected at least to 
in sist on a compromise in the 
con feren ce. 
In addition . Mills an d his com­ 
mittee wrote in to the measu re 
tight n ew welfare restriction s 
design ed to cu t down on the 
soarin g growth of the aid to 
family 
with 
depen den t chil­ 
dren program. 
The Sen ate soften ed these con ­ 
siderably . This also is ex pected 
to be a sticky poin t in the con ­ 
feren ce. 
The Sen ate stav ed in session 
late Tu esday , its lon gest meet­ 
in g of the y ear, to complete 
work on all amen dmen ts to the 
measu re. 
Lon g estimated Tu esday , aft­ 
er the Sen ate completed action 
on 4 2 amen dmen ts, that the n ew 
ben efit package wou ld total 
abou t $7 billion in the first fu ll 
y ear of operation . 
That was $1.2 billion more in 
ben efits than the Sen ate Fi­ 
n an ce Committee proposed aft­ 
er two mon ths of work on the 
bill. 
The biggest in crease in the 
bill’s cost Tu esday came with 
the 50-23 adoption of an amen d­ 
men t by Sen . Birch Bay h, D- 
In d., to raise to $2,4 00 the 
amou n t a retired person can 
earn in a y ear an d n ot lose an y 
Social Secu rity ben efits.

Business Mirror 
Second Devaluation Could Cause Crisis

NEW YORK (AP — The “ All 
is w ell" statements of American 
financial and government offi­ 
cials following the devaluation 
of the British pound are neces­ 
sary but strictly for show. The 
trouble is serious; more crises 
may be ahead. 
Immediately 
following 
the 
14.3 per cent devaluation, in 
fact, the suspicions began to de­ 
velop that this was not enough 
and that six to nine months 
from now a larger devaluation 
may be needed. 
If such a second crisis does 
develop it will not be assimilat­ 
ed as easily as the first. The 
British knew thaf a minor de­ 
valuation was acceptable to 
much of the world; a larger one 
would cause other nations to de­ 
value in self defense. 
This frightening picture is not 
extreme. It could very well oc­ 
cur if Britain is not successful 
in proving to the world that her 
pound will buy just as much as 
2.4 dollars or 12 French francs 
or 9.6 German marks. 
If the pound fails again, the 
pressure on the dollar to prove 
its relative value would be ex­ 
treme. This country now guar­ 
antees that value by permitting 


foreign governments to redeem 
their dollars in gold. 
However, 
these 
foreigners 
now have claims on more gold 
than we possess. We, too, have 
been running up big bills over­ 
seas, putting dollars in the 
hands of those who can test our 
contention that our money is 
worth its weight in gold. 
That is why analysts now in­ 
sist that foreign bills must be 
paid, that the United States 
must stop the outflow of gold 
and dollars, and that it must 
bring dollars home by correct­ 
ing its trade imbalance. 
It is why, also, that critics of 
fiscal poUcy insist that the 
domestic economy must be put 
in order. If inflation is permit­ 
ted to run away, then U. S. 
goods could be priced out of 
world markets. 
To correct such problems is 


easy in theory, but with large 
foreign aid commitments and a 
costly war in Vietnam, the dol­ 
lar flow persists. At home, infla­ 
tion also persists in the absence 
of taxes and less government 
spending. 
If the world loses confidence 
in the dollar, as well as in the 
pound, then the entire value re­ 
lationship of currencies would 
be disputed. Confidence would 
evaporate. Chaos would reign. 
Trade would slow depressingly. 
In the meantime, some omi­ 
nous effects already are appear­ 
ing in the U.S. economy. As a 
result of an imperfect fiscal pol­ 
icy and because of Britain’s 
problems, America’s interest 
rates are soaring to century- 
high levels. 
High rates in the United 
States might entice investments 
to remain in this country; but 


high rates, maintained foF a 
long period of time, can slow 
business expansion also. 
This is a serious dilemma, be­ 
cause parts of the American 
economy, such as housing, are 
just now recovering from a se­ 
vere shortage of investment 
funds. Last year housing had its 
own private depression. 
High returns also might draw 
money from the stock market. 
Instead of being invested in 
shares of industry, this money 
would be lent at perhaps a 
greater return than stocks could 
offer.

Bu t the new sched u les in the 
bill wou ld hav e ev en more far- 
reaching effect on those retiring 
in the fu tu re. 
For ex ample, a man who be­ 
comes 50 in 1968 cou ld receiv e a 
max imu m pay ment of $223 a 
month when he retires at 6 5 —44 
per cent more than he wou ld get 
u nd er the law now. 
And the max imu m pay ment 
possible u nd er the bill, for a 
man who worked most of his life 
u nd er the new tax rates in the 
bill, wou ld be $288—or 70 per 
cent more than the top pay ment 
of $168 possible now. 
The Senate bill wou ld raise 
the tax able base for the pay roll 
lev y from the present $6,600 to 
$8,000 nex t y ear and ev entu ally

The present rate of 4 .4 per 
cent, paid both by employ e and 
employ er, wou ld go u p to 5.8 per 
cent by 1987. Bu t that is almost

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
Aminah, looking more than her 
20 y ears, stood in line three 
hours waiting for her rice ra­ 
tion. 
Around her, hundreds of wom­ 
en and children, barefoot and 
rag g ed, noisily pushed around 
the wooden barrels of g overn­ 
ment rice. Two of Aminah’s 
four children clung to her sa­ 
rong . 
It was at one of the ration 
centere scattered throug hout 
this city of four million. Rice, 
the basic food, has tripled in 
price in the past six weeks and 
is still rising . 
Indonesia is suffering one of 
its long est droug hts in y ears, 
but mismanag ement is also re­ 
sponsible for the critical rice 
situation. Various ministers and 
directors only shrug and say 
“It’s not my responsibility .’’ 
The moonsoon rains will even­ 
tually come, but the long dry 
spell has destroy ed up to 20 per 
cent of the summer rice crop in 
Java. This small island, with 70 
per cent of Indonesia’s 110 mil­ 
lion people, g rows 75 per cent of 
the rice. 
Some 4,000 y ouths marched 
ag ainst the offices of Acting 
President Gen. Suharto recently 
to demand he lower prices. 
Suharto told them rice arriv­ 
ing soon would help reduce the 
price. In fact Indonesia is im­ 
porting 18 3,000 tons between 
now and nex t April when the 
harvest comes in. The cost, 
morp than |30 million, is a blow 
to the g overnment’s economic 
stabilization prog ram. 
At least 10.4 million tons are 
needed this y ear but production 
will be some 5 00,000 tons below 
this by many estimates. The 
g overnment is already using 
nex t y ear’s rice stocks to meet 
this emerg ency . Another bad 
crop could be disastrous, for the 
people and the troubled g overn­ 
ment. 
Thailand also is facing short­ 
ag es and has reduced ex ports to 
Indonesia. The Philippines is a 
rice-importing nation and is 
selling here only for badly need­ 
ed hard currency . 
The United States, which has 
sig ned an ag reement to sell 
100,000 tons of rice for $19.5 mil­ 
lion on soft terms. Is Indonesia’s 
big g est supplier. Its reserves 
are limited and it is attempting 
to push bulg ur wheat, cheaper 
and more nutritious. But rice is 
the traditional food. 
Transportation costs are hig h 
and inflation continues to force

Dr. James B. Rhoads, deputy 
archivist, said the 15 req uests 
came “mostly from people who 
already have done fairly ex ten­ 
sive research on the assassina­ 
tion.” 
“We’ve ex plained to all of 
them that we just can't show it 
y et.” Rhoads said in an inter­ 
view. “The heaviest volume of 
req uests came in the month or 
two after we g ot the material. 
In the past eig ht months or so, 
nobody has asked.” 
The Kennedy family g ave 14 
X ray s. 25 black and white neg ­ 
atives and 26 color transparen­ 
cies to the National Archives for 
safekeeping . F’or what Rhoads 
described as “personal rea­ 
sons,” the family placed the fol­ 
lowing restrictions on them; 
—During the first five y ears, 
no one but g overnment investi­ 
g ation bodies and persons with 
the coasent of the Kennedy fam­ 
ily could see them.

Much To Be Thankful For 


But Fa r Fro m the Wo rst 


The nation has seen better y ears in 
which to celebrate Thanksg iv ing . 
A rising death toll in Vietnam, rising 
threats of a new nuclear weapons race, 
rising urban and labor unrest at home, not 
to forg et rising prices—all of these cast 
long shadows ov er the holiday in 1967 and 
stretch as far as we can see into 1968 . 
But there hav e also been far, far worse 
y ears. 
Consider 
1621, 
which 
tradition 
remembers as the y ear of the first 
Thanksg iv ing in America. The Pilg rims 
had lost half their tiny band of some 100 
souls to disease during the terrible winter 
before. Their colony on a raw and 
inhospitable continent was by no means 
established and secure. 
Yet 
those 
who 
remained 
g av e 
thanks—not merely for mere surv iv al but 
for the opportunity which the God they 
worshipped still offered them to build a 
new life in a New World for themselv es 
and their posterity . 
Or consider 18 63, the y ear of Lincoln’s 
Thanksg iv ing Proclamation, from which 
we date our modern observ ance. 
The nation was in the midst of the most 


bitter war in its history , before or since. 
Thoug h there had been a g reat v ictory for 
the North at Getty sburg in July , no one 
could foresee how many more months of 
bloodletting , of brother killing brother, 
were still to be endured. 
Yet the people g av e thanks—not merely 
for surv iv al but for the promise of 
peace—of the opportunity , as Lincoln was 
later to say , “ to bind up the nation’s 
wounds’’ and to join, North with South, to 
fashion an ev en strong er and more perfect 
Union. 
True, there hav e been more placid y ears 
than 1967. But if any one knows of a time 
when there were no crises on the horizon, 
when life was better for the g reatest 
number than it is today , when the future 
was less forbidding and more promising 
than 
it 
is 
today —when, 
in 
short, 
Americans had more reason to be thankful 
than they hav e today —let him step 
forward and we will listen to his case for 
calling off the holiday . 
Until then, we will g iv e thanks for our 
own and our country ’s blessing s this 
Thanksg iv ing , as Americans hav e alway s 
done, and as they alway s will. 


Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
U. S. Retains Its Missile Lead 


DREW PEARSON AND JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON—There’s been a lot of research in 
the Pentag on following the announcement that 
Russia has dev eloped an orbital bomb. And the 
conclusions are g ood news for any one who is 
worried ov er the missile g ap. We can report there is 
solid ev idence that the United States still has clear 
missile superiority ov er the Sov iet Union. 
Howev er, missile mig ht is so g reat in both the 
OSA and USSR that diplomats are more than ev er 
conv inced that neither can afford war. 
There is some ev idence that the Russians decided 
to adopt an orbital weapons sy stem in a desperate 
attempt to reduce the American adv antag e—ev en 
thoug h it mig ht v iolate the treaty banning arms 
from outer space. Secretary of Defense McNamara, 
g iv ing them the benefit of the doubt, has declared 
that the United States doesn’t reg ard the bomb as a 
v iolation of the treaty , since it will operate in near 
space, not outer space. 
He also stated that the orbital bomb is less 
efficient than 
our adv anced 
intercontinental 
missiles, thoug h not all our military ex perts take 
comfort from this fact. A bomb trig g ered from orbit, 
for ex ample, could not be relied upon to hit pinpoint 
targ ets; therefore, some ex perts fear the Russians 
would hav e to use them ag ainst cities. The orbital 
bomb would also g iv e less warning than a missile 
fired from the g round. 
Howev er, the United States now has more than 
4.000 nuclear warheads, as opposed to an estimated 
1.000 for the Sov iet Union. These facts are no 
military secret. They are well known in Moscow. 
This doesn’t count thousands of battlefield 
nuclear weapons. The United States, for ex ample, 
keeps ov er 7,000 nuclear weapons in constantly 
rotating arsenals in Europe alone. 
; Thus an enemy bent upon surprise attack would 
hav e the impossible task of knocking out literally 
thousands of Pearl Harbors in order to leav e 
America helpless. Each warhead, incidentally , 
packs more destructiv e power than all the g uns fired 
and all the bombs dropped by both sides during 
World WarH. 
The United States is capable of launching a 
broadside of 1,000 Minuteman Missiles from 
underg round silos. Some of the more adv anced 
Minuteman Missiles are fitted with multiple 
warheads which will scatter ov er the targ et country 
like shotg un pellets. 
-MORE U.S. MISSILES— 
Our scientists are now perfecting a sophisticated 
multiple warhead, which can be prog rammed to 
scatter its nuclear pellets to separate targ ets. The 
present multiple warheads would spread nuclear 
destruction at random. 
The Minuteman Missiles will be reworked to cany 
these 
indiv idually 
targ eted 
multiples, 
thus 
increasing their firepower many times.

THE INDIANAPOLIS STAR: Only a Billion? - 
Arthur C. Clarke, British nov elist and science 
writer, who has written ex tensiv ely on outer space, 
cites an ex ample to aid in comprehending v ast 
fig ures such as a billion. 
Clarke say s that if a person g oes to the beach and 
g ets a bucket of sand, suitably fine, it will contain 
about a billion g rains. 
He adds that if this bucket is dumped in a pile on a 
table and each separate g rain is ex amined tliroug h a 
mag nify ing g lass many differences between the 
indiv idual g rains will be discov ered. 
He also points out that by dev oting one minute to 
the ex amination of each g rain and working eig ht 
hours a day at this task it would take 6,000 y ears to 
took at each g rain in the bucket. And 6,000 y ears is 
just about as long as recorded human histoiy . 
That’s only one billion. The national debt of the 
United States is ov er $331 billion.

THE BASIC UNITY AND STRENGTH 
OF OUR NATION 


It’s no secret that the United States also has 41 
nuclear-powered submarines capable of launching 
another broadside of 645 Polaris missiles from 
under the sea. Of the 41 Polaris subs. 13 are 
equipped with 1,500-mile, A-2 missiles. The rest 
carry more formidable A-3 missiles with a 2,500-mile 
range. 
Meanwhile, production has been ordered on the 
still more potent Poseidon missile, which will pack 
twice the nuclear wallop of the A-3. 
In addition, the Air Force is conv inced that it 
would also penetrate Sov iet defenses with its 250 
ag ing B-52 bombers and 210 faster FB-llls. On B-52 
can carry 
three 20-meg aton 
bombs—more 
destructiv e power than all the ex plosiv es used in all 
the past wars of human histoiy . 
These bombers may later be equipped with 
nuclear missiles that can be fired for g reat distances 
from pinpoints in the sky . It wouldn’t be necessary 
for the bombers themselv es to breach the defenses. 
—IN CASE OF SURPRISE— 
Our Pentag on planners believ e that the most 
successful surprise attack upon the United States 
would still leav e us with a retaliatory force larg e 
enoug h to destroy any enemy . It would take less 
than 1,000 nuclear warheads, for ex ample, to destroy 
Russia utterly , leav ing only a few underg round 
dwellers to inherit the radioactiv e wreckag e. Little 
more than 500 warheads would wipe out Russia’s 
industry and half of her population. 
This awesome power has had a sobering effect on 
the men both in the Kremlin and the Pentag on. 
Because there is no profit in nuclear war for either 
side, peaceful coex istence is the only possible 
alternativ e. 
NOTE: 
The reason McNamara announced 
Russia’s dev elopment of an orbital bomb was to 
take the wind out of his critics on Capitol Hill. Word 
had leaked back to the Pentag on that his arch-critic, 
House Armed Serv ices chairman Mendel Riv ers, I> 
S C., intended to take adv antag e of his access to 
secret information about the orbital bomb to 
embarrass the Secretary . Riv ers planned to cite the 
orbital bomb as ev idence that McNamara had 
neg lected America’s defenses. McNamara decided ■ 
to beat him to the punch. 
-PHOTOGRAPHING MISSILE SITES— 
The reason the Russians know all about our 
missile streng th—and v ice v ersa—is modern 
electronics. 
When one of the Merry -Go-Round writers was in 
Cairo interv iewing Khrushchev in 1964, Mr. K said: 
“ President Johnson has been taking pictures of 
our missile sites from his satellites for two y ears. 
And we hav e been taking pictures from our satellites 
of his missile sites. 
“ I’d be delig hted to sit down with the President 
and compare photog raphs and see which are the 
best.”

There is absolutely no truth 
to the story that in 35 y ears of 
married life Mary Zita Jacoby 
has nev er play ed a hand at 
three no-trump with her hus­ 
band as dummy . We know of 
sev eral o c c a s i o n s , but we 
must admit that, like many 
husbands, Oswald Jacoby has 
a tendency to play most of the 
no-trump contracts. 
His two-club response to 
Mary Zita’s opening diamond 
bid was eminently correct. 
When y ou hav e a g ood hand, 
respond in y our long est suit 
to prepare for a possible slam 
contract. His second bid of 
three no-trump is open to 
question. It would hav e been 
far more scientific to bid two 
spades, but that would hav e 
wasted one round of bidding 
and mig ht hav e led to a no- 
trump contract by Mrs. Ja­ 
coby . 
The play s shows how an ex ­ 
pert g oes after that ov ertrick. 
We aren’t g oing to speculate 
on what would hav e happened 
if the defense had thoug ht of 
attacking the diamond suit at 
some early stag e of the play . 
The first spade was won by 
the queen. There was no rea­ 
son to false-card with the king , 
since East could be sure his 
partner did not hold the queen 
but would be in doubt about 
the king . A low club produced 
dummy ’s queen and East’s 
ace. A second spade was won 
in dummy . A club was led and 
the 10 finessed. Then South 
play ed king and another club, 
while West sig naled by play ­ 
ing the fiv e and then the four 
of hearts. East returned a 
heart to his partner’s king . At 
this point, South was sure of 
nine tricks—three s p a de s , 
three clubs, two hearts and a 
diamond—but he manag ed to 
make all the rest of the tricks 
for a total of 10. 
It didn’t require any thing 
fancy . West led a third spade.' 
South won, led a heart to 
dummy ’s queen, came back to 
his ace and play ed his last 
club. West was down to two 
spades and the king -jack of 
diamonds. He had to ung uard 
his king of diamonds to pro­ 
tect the spades, and the 10th 
trick went to dummy ’s nine of 
diamonds.

Yet he 
wanted to tell Shriv er how thankful he was 
for “ that y oung nurse’s aide who feeds me 
ev ery day , who surrounds my bedside with 
her happy spirit. She keeps me aliv e!” 
Thanksg iv ing , for him, was the dependable 
and joy ous attention of a Neg ro teen-ag er 
who cared for older people. 


Thanksg iv ing is more than a tonic for tired 
blood. It is the sig n of being aliv e and respon­ 
siv e to the g enerous aspects of creation. Yog i 
Berra, athlete and sometime philosopher 
said to the well-wishers at Yankee Stadium: 
“ I want to thank ev ery one who made this 
day necessary .”

Lack Data 
On Safety 
O f the ‘P ill ’ 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A 
Temple University scientist said 
today at least 20 years of exten­ 
sive research is needed before 
doctors prescribe use of the con­ 
troversial 
birth control pill 
“ without some reservations as 
to safety.” 
Dr. Michael B. Shimkin, who 
spent 25 years as a cancer re 
searcher for the U.S. Public 
Health 
Service, 
explained. 
“ There is now no evidence that 
the pill is harmful, but there is 
also no evidence of its complete 
safety.” 
Shimkin spoke at a science 
writers’ seminar at Temple Uni­ 
versity Health Sciences Center. 
The Temple medical school 
professor said the pill contains 
estrogen, a female hormone, 
which has produced breast can­ 
cer and leukemia in mice. 
“ This does not mean it will 
produce breast cancer in wom­ 
en,” he said, “ but does indicate 
the need for more research be­ 
fore anyone is foolhardy enough 
to recommend its use without 
reservations.”
